The position of tho Governor's Mcssngo on 


tlio character of the Furtive Slavo Law, and 
tho necessity for its repeal, will moot with the 
general approval of Free Soilers, and of such 
Whigs and Democrats ns are not in favor of 
Slave-Catching. It is frank, unequivocal, and 
fearless. 
Hut there is ono point, incidentally 


connected with it— in relation to tho duty of 
obedience to law, however unjust and oppres- 
sive—on which wu are compelled to ilillur. 
We<|iiotc tho passage, containing the doctrine 
referred to : 


•' I would urge obedience ami Hiihjeclion In 


thin [the fugitive slave law], ns well ni to nil 
other laws, so Ions as they exist and aru in 
force. 
Such I believe to bo tho imperative 


duty of every citizen, under AM. I-OSHIIILE 
circumstances. Itusisliince to law, and insub- 
ordination to tho lupnlly constituted authori- 
ties of tho country, directly tend to the over- 
throw of our civil government, thu introduc- 
tion of anarchy and iniaruli!, and would bu fur 
moru dnngcrous to the public safety, than the 
en.tctmcnt or repeal of ANY LAW THAT 
COULD in: UF.VIBKII." 


As a general rule, wo ngrco to the principle 


of obedience (o law. 
Dut ns a universal rule 


— as it is here propounded — huviug no excep- 
tions in any "possible circuinstancey," we must 
object to it. Nor can we concede that waist- 
unco to mi oppressive law, in "more dangerous 
to tho public safety, than the enactment of 
any law that could Im duvised." The doc- 
trine asserted in the above extract, would 
IIHVC forbidden tho Host on Tea 1'arty, en- 
forced thu odious Stamp Act, and prevented 
thu Aincricnn Revolution. Indeed, it (Ionics 
thu right of revolution altogether — a right 
ciiibiilmcd in the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, made saered by n thousand strujijjle*, 
ami regarded by tho American 1'ooplo HH 
their common inheritimcc. 


Suppose Congress should pasu laws forbid- 


ding our right of upoech, of locomotion, of 
property, of marriiige mid the domestic rela- 
tion. Would not resistance to such luw* tend 
f.ir moro to preserve tho public cafcly, than 
iibcdienci) to them ? 
Can the public be cafu, 


when private right!) are invaded, and the lib- 
erty of tho individual is trampled on, by op- 
prosiivo laws?

supposed, "could bu devised," because they 
are already in force, in relation to over three 
millions of our people.

original draft of tho Declaration of Indepen- 
dence," says tho Fenniylvanian, "to which the 
names of the signers were actually placed by 
their own hands, has not been destroyed by 
tho fire nt the National Library, as was at first 
apprehended. It was not in that building at 
all. It is banking in the Patent Office,'but 
in such a position and surrounded by such 
combustible materials as to keep it in contin- 
ual danger. 
Tbo Washington Union truly 


remarks, that (ho destruction of this inestima- 
ble relic of the past, would be more regretted 
by tho people than the, loss of millions of 
money.—Chicago Jour. 


Wo suppose the Union and many other 


similar papers might regret thu loss of thu 
Original Draft of tha Declaration, ns they 
would regret tho loss of any other interesting 
"relic of the past." They would not wish to 
be understood as recommending any of the 
doctrines contained in it, but simply as desir- 
ing to preserve it, "as a curious parchment, 
on which may bu seen specimens of the hand- 
writing of n number of old fashioned gentle- 
men, who were somewhat conspicuous in our 
early history, but of very fnnnticnl opinion?, 
which would'nt do at nit in these days!"—
